2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 1 8 in the instant application has not been rejected using prior art because no 

references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest an 
apparatus for insertion into the body lumen comprising: an inner frame connected to an outer 
frame, the inner frame is rotatable about a first axis relative to the outer frame, and an advance 
assembly connected to the inner frame, the advance assembly is pivotable about a second axis 
relative to the inner frame, the second axis extends perpendicular to the first axis, the advance 
assembly comprises a sleeve for receiving the elongate member and advancing means operative 
to impart advancement of the elongate member in opposite directions along a longitudinal axis 
of the elongate member, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations as set forth in 
claim 18.
